THE WATER SUPPLY, 


To the Editor of the * Oana Matt.” 
Flongkong, April 29. 
Sig, —With your permission, T would, 
through the mediam of your: saluable 
columns, cal the attention of the Lucal 
iuthorities to the extreme difficulties of the 
Chineso community in getting water for 
domestic use, and T would, to minimise 
the hardahip:, subniit t their vousideration 
the proposition of re-opening wells in an 
improved way, 3 
T am an old resident here, and hive seen 
many a water fimine, but nayer have I ex- 
perioneed such ‘difficulty in xctting 
draught as during a famine is these ‘two + 
years. In former days, tho difficulty was 
at lenst partially overcome by tho supply 
Ttis true that the population | 
haa increased, but sa have reservoirs: in” 
number and capacity, and even with these 
additions the. supply hao proved in- 
adequate tu the requirementa, 


Evidently deficioney is drought abont | 
by the closing: of tho welly, There 
is limitation as regards che construction of 
dams and reservoirs (neatly all the streams 
are reserved for public use), whereas ine, 
exhaustible springs are lying undergrotind 
avaiting development, . 

Zam prepared to admit that it was oo 
beneficent motive of the Sanitary Bontd to 
close these walls; but the members’ Little 
thought. that. by clusing them instend of 
eneouraging the people to’ improve: them. 
nrany were driven ty drink water much mote 
injurious to health, Tnke, furinstance, the 
people. at Wanchai; unable to pot water 
elsewhere thoyure compelled to resort tothe. 
Wong-nei-choong stream for this indis- 
ponsable clonent, “That stream, if anyone 
traces it to its. source, will bo found ‘to be 
indescribubly, filthy. The water thera, as 
it runs down, panne plsces which are full 
‘of rubbish and excrement: of pixs, dogs and 
fowls.

anopheles; | it  prodcos offensive odours ; 
in short, © a source of | danger to 
the health ‘of the surrounding people. 
T hear that: the tea-shopn ‘at Wan- 
chai, in the’ past few Qhys, have bad tn 
rely on this stream ty sctve their customers, 
Cholera and typhoid epidemics will. surely 
ensue if this is ollowed to gu on. 

Now, if householders ore allowed ta re- 
opel wolls lined with a auflivient thickwess 
of ‘coucrete.to prevent sewage contamin- 
‘nation or in such a way as may be approved 
of by the Sonitary Experts, people will pet, 
asupply far superior to the water from 
tho ahove-mentioned stream or the nuallahs 
on the hillside. If water from wells 
be found pot — potable, it will. still 
ba serviceable for washing and .other 
purposes, and with Chat usu alone the wells 
will save half the wator of the reseryvirs, 

The Senitary autheritics may think ié 
impossible to avoit fou) water trickling into 
tha excavationa in houses. If they think 
so, let them-sink wells themrelyes by the 
side of street fountaing of at the corners 
end other convenient places of public
